In  another  pnrt  of  the  paper  will  be 
found  an  Account  of  the  trustees’  meeting 
held  last  Week  at  Clinton.  The  plan  that 
has  been  under  discussion  for  some  time  to 
provide  a method  of  assisting  through  col- 
lege young  men  who  are  willing  to  work 
was  approved.  As  The  Baptist  Record 
stated  some  months  ago  there  are.  probably 
four  times  as  many  young  men  who  could 
raise  $100  to  go  to  school  <in  as  there  are 
who  can  raise  $200.  The  trustees  art- 
working  on  this  idea  and  have  appropriated 
$8,000  to  provide  and  equip  a plant  where 
young  men  with  ambition  can  work  their 
way  through  college.  There  have  always 
been  “men  who  could  make  their  way 
through  and  have  done  it.  These  have  been 
hoys  of  more  than  ordinary  ambition  and 
perseverance.  They  have  , been  and  are 
among  our  most  honored  alumni  The  hew 
arrangement  will  enable  the  average  young 
man  to  get  a college  education.  There  is 
now  hope  for  any  hoy  who  wishes  an  educa- 
tion enough  to  work  for  it  nnd  the  enroll- 
ment of  students  ought  to  be  gw-atlv  in- 
creased next  year.  , 

It  w-as  good,  too,  to  see  the  library  enter- 
prise launched.  $25,000  was  appropri^cd 
to  this  purpose  and  plans  atid  specifications 
will  soon  he  drawn  for  it.  Mi^i.  A.  J. 
Aven  has  been  librarian  for  three  years  and 
will  grace  a more  elegant  equipment  when 
the  new  building  ia  completed.
